The explosion came as shout- 


ing, chanting Cuban exiles pick- 
eted the building. They were 
protesting the speech by Gue- 
vara. 


The blast could not be heard 


in the assembly hall, and Gue- 
vara 
did not 
interrupt 
his 


speech. 


A police captain described the 


explosion as "a blast — not a 
noise bomb. The best informa- 
.ion we have now is that it was 
detonated somewhere north and 
east of the U.N. building." 


The captain said he could not 


say if anyone was hurt or ap- 
prehended.

War Against 
Viet Nam Reds 
to Be Speeded

WASHINGTON (AP) — Offi- 


cials indicated today the United 
States has reached aagreement 
with the government of South 
Viet Nam on a program for in- 
tensifying the war against Com- 
munist guerrilla forces. 


The sources were reluctant, 


however, to confirm specifical- 
ly that this could mean carry- 
ing 
the 
conflict beyond the 


boundaries of South Viet Nam 
by bombing supply lines in the 
Communist - held jungles of 
Laos. But, they did not deny 
that implication. 


The decisions, announced1 in '

this morning, are an 


outgrowth of consultations 'held 
hero a week ago by Ambassa- 
dor Maxwell D. Taylor with 
top administration policymak- 
ers, including President John- . 
son.

bond interest) on a pay-as-you- 
g6 program." 


Faubus further indicated that 


he isn't warm about pay-as-you- 
go by saying, "Let's do the job 
or let's just go along as we are 
now. Let's fix everybody's road 
and open up these tourist areas. 
I'm convinced the revenues gen- 
erated by these new roads will 
pay for the program." 


Faubus said he realizes that 


he will not be around to see the 
program completed because it 
will take more than two years 
and he has said he will not seek 
another term. 


'But in this two years, we'll 


build every mile of roads and 
streets that you can get out of 
that Highway Department," he 
said. 


Faubus said he had nothing to 


gain personally from the road 
program, and that he probably 
would not make a great effort 
to sell it to voters who would 
have to approve any bond pro- 
posal. 


"Personally, I don't need a 


road," he said. "I'll lay out the 
program, explain it, and let the 
people make the choice. I'm 
obligated to present a program 
and I'll put up the best one I 
can devise, but it's no skin off 
my nose. I'll be philosophical 
about it. I won't take the vote 
on a bond issue as a personal 
victory or defeat.
